TEHRAN. Aug 19 — Iranian 
government forces converged on 
the Kurdistan capital of Sanandaj 
today after Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini ordered a general mobi- 
lization to crush what he called a 
Kurdish rebellion there. 

Ayatollah Khomeini, in face of 
rising opposition from Kurd auto- 
nomists. yesterday declared himself 
commander-in-chief or Iran's 
armed forces. 

The 79-year-old unofficial head 
or state said in a message over state 
radio that the arsenal of ihe 28ih 
infantry division was about to fall 
into the hands of autonomy-seek- 
ing Kurds who had surrounded the 
Sanandaj garrison. 

He demanded that Lroops be 
flown to Sanandaj. 318 miles south- 
west of Tehran, and to other pans 
of Kurdistan immediately to relieve 
the division.

Aug. 19 <AP> — Break- 
ing precedent, the Chinese news 
agency reported the execution yes- 
terday* of a comi'cred rapist-mur- 
derer! He was 43-year-old Li Ben- 
dnng. convicted i.Ylhe nation’s first 
televised criminal trial. 

Li. a driver for the Ministry of 
Petroleum Industry, was executed 
hv firing squad here after a court 
rejected his appeal two days ago. 
the agency said. He was found 
guilty at the televised trial on July 
19 of having killed a 26-yeur-old 
woman last Nov. 10 after raping 
her in his car. He was arrested on 
Feh. 10. 


But the governor-general of Kur- 
distan strongly denied that the 
Sanandaj garrison was surrounded 
and he said there had only been 
one small incident in Sanandaj to- 
day when some of the townspeople 
disarmed a truckload of revolution- 
ary guards. 

Mohammad Rashidshakiba said 
'in a telephone call from Sanandaj : 
“I don't know who told Ayatollah 
Khomeini this, lt is a total lie. 
There is no unrest here. 

“Both the town and the barracks 
are peaceful and ihe local com- 
mander has not asked for any 
reinforcements." he said. 

Ayatollah Khomeini, his de facto 
position as Iran's head of state rein- 
forced by Moslem mass rallies in 
Tehran and several provinces, also 
banned all Kurdish political organ- 
izations. including the Kurdish 
Democratic Party, which he 
blamed for violence in the Kurdish 
city of Paveh. 

‘Dictatorship' 

Ayatollah Khomeini's order also 
stripped the party's leader, Abdor 
Rahman Qassemiou. of his mem- 
bership of the Constitutional 
Assembly, which opened its delib- 
erations oa Iran's new Islamic con- 
stitution today. Mr. Qassemiou ear- 
lier had announced a boycott of the 



assembly, dominated by clergymen 
loyal to Ayatollah KbomeinL 
in a statement issued in the 
Kurdish town of Mahabad today 
Mr. Qassemiou said that Ayatollah 
Khomeini had started an inquisi- 
tion and was gradually restoring 
Iran to a "religious dictatorship of 
the Middle Ages." 

The Kurdish society in Tehran 
said thousands of townspeople had 
begun a peaceful sit-in in front of 
the Sanandaj barracks after Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini's mobilization order. 

A spokesman for the society said 
the people of Sanandaj wanted to 
prevent the amiy from taking any 
arms out of the garrison.

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan. Aug. 19 
(UPI) — Soviet-made aircraft 
bombed and strafed villages west of 
Kabul, and Moslem rebels estab- 
lished an Islamic government in 
part of Paklia province, rebel re- 
ports reaching Pakistan said yester- 
dav. 

The reports said that scores of 
civilians, including several women 
and children, were killed in the air 
strikes in Bamian province where 
rebel forces blocked roads to Kabul 
and were preparing for aq immi- 
nent assault on the provincial capi- 
tal of Bamian. 

Although the military efforts of 
the Moslems have lacked coordina- 
tion, the reports from Bamian indi- 
cated that a three-way march on 
Kabul was being undertaken. 

A rebel faction claimed victory 
over government troops in two bat- 
tles in Kandar. a region in the prov- 
ince of Kunduz. and said that it 
would be "completely liberated 
soon." 


A second group, the Islamic 
Front, reported widespread victo- 
ries in Pakua province adjacent to 
the Kabul region. It said that it de- 
feated a government division, killed 
300 government troops, captured 
1.100 and had only 13 casualties of 
its own. 

Reports also said that the rebels 
were besieging Gardez. the capital 
of Paklia province 55 miles south 
of Kabul, and had encircled a mili-

WASHINGTON. Aug. 19 (AP) 
— An earth treninr. presumably 
due to an underground nuclear 
expulsion, was delected earls ye>- 
tcnJiiy morning from the Siniet 
testing site near Semipululinsk in 
southwestern Siberia, the U.S. De- 
partment of Energy announced.

Liberal Swedish Prison System Under Fire 

High Rate of Recidivism Arouses 
Opponents of Permissiveness

TILLBERGA, Sweden. Aug. 
19 (IHTl — Stefan Borg drives u 
l ruck at a prefabricated housing 
plant set here amid the birch and 
pine forests, green-gold wheat 
fields and clear blue lakes 75 
miles wot of Stockholm. 

In the afternoon when his.joh 
is done, he practices his putting 
at a nearby golf course, plays ten- 
nis or indulges in his hobhy, fur- 
niture making. Then, as the 10 
p.m. summer skies darken, he 
slips into his house and is locked 
up for the night by a security 
guard. 

Besides being a factory. 
Tillherga is a prison, and Borg is 
a convict, a four-time loser, near- 
ing the end of a three-year sen- 
tence for narcotics dealing. “It 
won't happen again — I’ve got 
m> kids to think of and there’s a 
pretty good job wailing for me 
when l get out.” said Borg, whose 
optimism is not necessarily 
shared hy prison officials.

The government hu> 
tncil to keep prison population-, 
low. to nick- oul short sentences.

and support facilities for

Despite these efforts, the 
Swedish prison system has failed 
to make significant gains in the 
rehabilitation of criminals, par- 
ticularly among those with previ- 
ous convictions, whose rate of re- 
cidivism is more than A5 percent 
— as high us any place in the 
world. 


Innovations Urged 

Within Sweden, the high rate 
of recidivism has touched off a 
debate between those who advo- 
cate that rehahilitaliirrr efforts 
should he abandoned and those 
who argue (hat even greater inno- 
vations should he carried nut.

VIENNA. Aug. 19 (AP) — 
Czechoslovak authorities apparent- 
ly are delaying a trial against 10 
civil rights' activists to avoid its 
coinciding with the anniversary of 
the l%8 Soviet-led invasion or 
Czechoslovakia, dissident sources 
here said vesterday. The anniver- 
sary is Tuesday. 

The sources said that the trial 
was not expected to start before the 
first week of next month. Earlier it 
had been expected to take place lat- 
er this month. The sources said 
that, if the Czechoslovak govern- 
ment had insisted on starting the 
trial at or around the anniversary 
date, it would have been a show of 
force to impress civil rights activists 
that any opposition would be 
smashed by force. 

The activists facing trial include 
playwright Vaclav Havel. They 
were arrested in late May.

Pope Calls for Resumption 
Of Ties With China Church

Aug. 19 (AP) — Pope John Paul II 
called today for resumption of offi- 
cial relations between the Holy See 
and the Catholic Church in China. 


"For 30 years we have never 
ceased to nourish the hope of link- 
ing us together again in a fresh con- 
tact. the link that had never been 
broken spiritually.*' the pope said 
at his Sunday noon blessing on the 
balcony of the 17th-century papal 
palace here.

LAGOS. Nigeria. Aug. 19 (AP)

Oil From RunauKty Mexican Well 
Fouls 50 Miles of Texas Coastline 

CORPUS CHRIST!, Texas. Aug. 19 (AP) — More than 50 miles 
of Texas coastline were smudged with thick crude oil from a runa- 
way Mexican well today and meteorologists warned that winds and 
currents may drive much more to shore. 

"An oil spill (ask force said moderate to heavy concentrations of 
. heavaeroil and water were washing ashore from the Rio Grande to 
. 12 miles north of the port of Mansfield Cut. The half-inch-thick 
: swath covered about six feel of sand, stretching 50 miles up the 
coast' and extending about two miles into the sea. 

Weathermen said winds should shift more to the south-southeast 
and- increase to about 12 miles an hour, joining with increasing 
currents to push even more oil onto, the beach. 

Late last week, scientists had some indication the slick was stall- 
ing as it had two weeks before. But now ii seems the slick propelled 
since June 3 by a blown-out well in Mexico's Campeche Bay will

Young Affair Strains Black, Jewish Alliance 


li;Sw;Pidks Pacific Nuclear Dump

WASHINGTON. Aug. 19 (WP) 
— Andrew Voungs resignation as 
U.S. ambassador to the United Na- 
tions drove an emotional wedge 
into the delicate relationship be- 
tween traditional allies. American 
Jews and blacks, and leaders of 
both groups are struggling to repair 

thespliL 

But their efforts were initially 
unsuccessful, as both sides ac- 
knowledged that deeper issues — 
history, emotion, race and self-in- 
terest — underlie the rift. 

“We hare been allies in our 
struggle because of similar histo- 
ries.” said ibe Rev. Joseph Lowery, 
president of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference. “But some- 
thing has happened along the way ” 

On the surface, the rift posed 
simple, basic questions; Should Mr. 
Young have met with an official of 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion? Should President Carter have 
accepted his resignation? Was Mr. 
Young made a fall guy? And. most 
importantly, was it pressure from 
Israeli and Jewish groups that 
forced Mr. Young from the govern- 
ment? 

But beneath these questions, a 
whirlpool of emotions has been 
building for more than a decade, 
pitting old allies against one anoth- 
er and dividing groups among 
themselves. 

Frayed Emotions 

Perhaps nowhere was this more 
evident than among blacks. What 
might be called the conservative 
wing or the nation’s black leader- 
ship attempted at the end of the 
week to do a quick repair job on 
the frayed emotions. 

Mr. Young telephoned black 
mayors across the country. The 
leaders of the Urban League and 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
hastily gathered in New York City 
and called a press conference. 

The result was a joint statement, 
deploring Mr. Young's dismissal 
and stating, “We trust that this 
event will not incite or exacerbate 
tension between the black and Jew- 
ish communities.” 

They called for a meeting on the 
resignation and the relationship be- 
tween blacks and Jews — a propos- 
al echoed later by several Jewish 
leaders. 

But the rift among black leaders 
was evident. The Rev. Jesse Jack- 
son. and Southern Christian Lead- 
ership Conference members who 
expressed bitterness over Mr. 
Young’s firing, did not show up. 

It was this group that first raised 
tensions. “We have always support- 
ed the State of Israel’s right to 
exist, but we question Israel’s rela- 
tionship with South Africa." SCLC 
president Lowery said in introduc- 
ing Rev. Jackson at the organiza- 
tion’s annual meeting in Norfolk. 
Va_ just hours after Mr. Young's 
resignation on Wednesday. 

*We Must Tafli* 

Mr. Young had been scheduled 
to speak to tie group, of which he 
was one of the founders. But Rev. 
Jackson took his place at the podi- 
um and said: “The Klan didn't 
move on Andy. We've been togeth- 
er too Jong and we’ve been together 
through too much not to be able to 
talk.

But the is- 
sues have been very difficult to re- 
solve because . they involve ques- 
tions of self-interest.”

6th Heart Transplant

Khrushchev Reportedly 
Threatened Atomic Attack

WASHINGTON. Aug. 19 tWPj 
— The late Soviet leader. Nikita 
Khrushchev, once threatened the 
West with an atomic attack to re- 
taliate for a Western troop buildup, 
according to a studs by a U.S. his- 
torian published recently in West 
Germany. 

Khrushchev made the thinly 
veiled threat to British Ambassador 
Sir Frank Roberts in Moscow on 
July 2. 1 9b I. said Honore Marc Ca- 
. tudai Jr., who teaches at St. John's 
University in Cotiegeviiie. Minn. 

Mr. Catudal said that Khru- 
shchev told Mr. Roberts that “six 
of his H-bombs would be quite 
enough to annihilate the British 
Isle* "and nine would lake care of 
France." 

.According to Mr. Catudal. Khru- 
shchev’s exercise in brinkmanship 
was the first of several such threats 
aimed at intimidating the NATO 
alliance. 

Broader Study 

The relevation comes in the con- 
text of a broader study Mr. Catudal 
did for the Volkswagen Foundation 
of West Germany entitled "Kenne- 
dy and the Berlin Wall Crisis." 
Khrushchev's threat was made 
about 40 days before the wall was 
built. 

According to a dispatch filed 
from Germany by Reuters, the 
foundation described the study as a 
’’detailed reconstruction of events 
based on information from hitherto 
inaccessible sources and secret doc- 
uments from the White House. CIA 
and Defense Department.”

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Dealing With the PLO 


A sour, rolling crisis has overtaken rela- 
tions between the United States and Israel. It 
arises chiefly from the confusions of U.S. di- 
plomacy and. unless checked, it will almost 
surely destroy the mutual confidence that is 
the only feasible basis for further progress 
toward peace in the Middle East. 

* * * 

Here is the background of the crisis. At 
different times and for practical reasons then 
considered good and necessary, the United 
SlaLes promised Israel not to tamper with the 
delicate political equation embodied in Unit- 
ed Nations Resolutions 242 and 33S. not to 
recognize or negotiate with the PLO until it 
had recognized Israel’s right to exist and ac- 
cepted 242 and 33S. and to pursue Palestini- 
an autonomy according to the Camp David 
accords. 

The LJniied States now finds these various 
obligations restrictive and inconvenient: it 
wishes to alter 242. deal with the PLO. and 
loosen up Camp David. It wants to do these 
things for reasons now considered good and 
necessary: to keep Egypt aboard the peace 
train and to bring the Palestinians aboard: to 
accommodate U.S. interests, including oil in 
other Arab countries; and to further an over- 
all strategy of limiting radical and Soviet in- 
fluence in the region. These are all weighty 
considerations. But they are leading the ad- 
ministration toward a policy that cuts across 
its earlier pledges to the Israelis. 

* * * 

Look more closely, for instance, at the Pal- 
estinian question. At Camp David. Israel had 
three lawyers, the United States had one (and 
he was out of the room for crucial hours) and 
Egypt had none. This is reflected in the out- 
come. On key issues. Camp David policy of- 
fers Palestinian autonomy “to the inhabit- 
ants” — not to the land. It defines the self- 
governing authority as an “administrative 
council” — without legislative or judicial 
powers. It offers the Palestinians not self-de- 
termination but simply the chance to “partic- 
ipate in the determination of their own 
future." It makes no mention of Jerusalem. 
And so on. In brief, it is a Begin document to 
the letter. That is why Anwar Sadat now 
appeals to the “spirit” of Camp David. That 
is why Jimmy Carter and his diplomats, real- 
izing that Camp David restricts their curreat 
options — precisely as Israel had planned — 
are squirming and trimming now. 

Some Israelis, it is true, can give the im- 
pression of being hysterical about U.S. aban- 
donment. And the Israeli government is 
being extremely legalistic about those Ameri- 
can pledges. But the deeper point is that U.S. 
credibility is at issue, and Israel's willingness 


to keep taking the risk of peace rests on U.S. 
credibility- Israel is. after all. preparing a 
substantial strategic withdrawal from the 
Sinai. At a moment of near panic on oil in 
the United States, it is relinquishing the only 
source of oil under its control. It is being 
asked in accept a PLO that murders its chil- 
dren and that is formally sworn to its 
destruction. The Israeli claim on U.S. con- 
stancy is very strong. 

In fact, the whole structure of U.S. diplo- 
macy in the Middle East rests on Israeli con- 
fidence in the United Stales. The current 
U.S. approach is virtually certain to complete 
the collapse of the already struggling Egyp- 
tiun-Israeli negotiations on Palestinian 
autonomy. The Israelis will then think long 
and hard before undertaking the final stage 
of evacuation of the Sinai. AH this will 
unfold, by the way. just as the U.S. presiden- 
tial campaign nears a boil next spring. 

* * * 

What is the answer? The Carter adminis- 
tration is fundamentally correct in seeking an 
accommodation with Palestinian national- 
ism. This is morally right and politically nec- 
essary. and in no other way can a lasting 
peace be secured. It can only be achieved, 
moreover, by involving the PLO. which is a 
terrorist gang but which is also the only body 
with a serious claim to represent the Palestin- 
ian people. But the United States cannot pro- 
ceed by cheating on Israel. 

The reported U.S. intention to prepare a 
new Security Council resolution, this one di- 
rectly involving the Palestinians, seems to us 
no more than word play. The most promising 
avenue leads straight to the PLO. Aside from 
PLO talks with Israel, which regrettably are 
not yet in the cards, nothing would be more 
useful than PLO talks with the United States. 

* * * 

The United Slates should openly declare 
itself eager for the direct relationship that the 
PLO says it seeks — on condition that the 
PLO recognize Israel's right to exist and ac- 
cept Resolutions 242 and 338. Such steps by 
the PLO would take great political courage 
and would utterly transform the Mideast 
landscape and would remove any good rea- 
son for Israel to deny reciprocal recognition. 
The trouble with the recent U.S. feelers to 
the PLO is not simply that they are devious. 
They encourage the PLO to ask for a free 
pass, they reward reluctance to compromise, 
they announce that the United States is pre- 
pared to be blackmailed. Israel deserves bet- 
ter. More important for Americans, the Unit- 
ed States deserves better, too.

Population and Poverty 


People who worry about population growth 
and development have long wrestled with a 
seemingly insoluble problem; if birthrates 
only fall as living standards rise (as theory 
and experience in the developed countries 
suggest), and if developmental projects to 
raise living standards are overwhelmed by 
population increases, how are the developing 
countries ever to break out of the cycle of 
poverty? Egypt’s experience with the Aswan 
Dam illustrates the difficulty beautifully. The 
huge dam was planned to irrigate enough ad- 
ditional farmland to feed 4 million Egyp- 
tians. While it was being built. Egypt’s popu- 
lation grew by 10 million. 

* * * 

Recently published results of the World 
Fertility Survey indicate that there may be an 
encouraging answer — that extreme poverty 
can also lead people to wish to limit family 
size. The survey, begun in 1972, is developing 
detailed information on marriage, fertility 
and contraceptive practices in 60 nations 
around the world. The results from the first 
15 countries surveyed — all of them develop- 
ing countries in Asia and Latin America — 
show that fertility has dropped dramatically 
in all but three. Importantly, in 10 of these 
countries, more than half of the women who 
could have more children don’t want more. 
But only half of this group are using effective 
methods of family planning. Overall, never- 
theless. fertility has declined faster than had 
been thought possible. One expert has called 
the results evidence of a “demographic 
revolution.” Adding to the impact of the 
survey’s results was the announcement this 
month that China — with one quarter of the 
world's population — has committed itself to 


achieving zero population growth between 
1985 and 2000. 

The reasons for these changes are not yet 
known. Lengthy analysis of all 60 surveys 
will be necessary first, but some important 
conclusions emerge already. One is that gov- 
ernment-supported (though voluntary) fami- 
ly-planning programs do work — sometimes 
extraordinarily well. Another is that the key- 
factor in determining whether women will 
use contraception is not cultural or social 
background, as has often been claimed, but 
simple availability of contraceptives. In 
Nepal, for example, which has no family- 
planning program and the highest fertility 
level of those countries surveyed, only 2 per- 
cent of married women know of a source of 
contraceptives within two hours of their 
home. But if only those few women who live 
near a family-planning facility are consid- 
ered. the fertility level becomes comparable 
with that in other countries. 

* * * 

The drop in fertility comes none too soon. 
World population today grows at a rate of 
190.000 people per day. almost 70 million ad- 
ditional people per year. Evidence from a 
growing number of sources suggests that the 
ability of the world’s biological systems to 
support them may already be overstrained. 
Per-capita production from the world’s for- 
ests. fisheries and grasslands (wood. fish, 
beef, mutton and wool), for example, have all 
peaked within the last two decades and are 
now declining. What the survey's results 
show is that given sufficient official priority 
there is a way out — short of planetary 
standing room only.

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Japan: A Cold Shoulder to Refugees

K AMAKURA. Japan — They 
came to this tree-shaded city 
of fashionable homes and shops, 
ancient shrines and temples to 
study Japanese and acquire a basic 
understanding of Japanese society 
as a prelude to settling here. There 
were only 19 of them, all Viet- 
namese refugees who had volun- 
teered Tor a three-month pilot pro- 
gram. and they assumed that some- 
how Japan could absorb them 
among its 1 15 million people. 

Halfway through the course, 
though, they discovered the futility 
of trying to penetrate the barriers 
hidden behind the lofty statements 
of Japan's highest officials. Their 
leader. Pham Dinh Truong. 36. 
who was picked up along with his 
wife, three children and two 
nephew* by a Liberian freighter af- 
ter two weeks at sea and left in Ja- 
pan a year ago. has shocked Japa- 
nese authorities- and UN refugee 
workers by charging that the Japa- 
nese are doing their utmost to drive 
them away — and by calling a 
“strike" against the program. 

Truong, a gaunt, muscular man 
who served as master mariner on a 
ship until die collapse of the Saigon 
regime in .April. 1975. say s that he 
and his classmates could not possi- 
bly learn Japanese in the relatively 
brief course and are likely to fare 
far harsher treatment here than 
they would have had they stayed in 
Vietnam. In Japan they would have 
to accept the most menial jobs, at 
less pay than Japanese, and would 
receive" none of the benefits of so- 
cial welfare and health care, educa- 
tion for their children or even basic 
rights guaranteed to Japanese citi- 
zens. 

In fact. Truong points out, Japan 
does not even guarantee permanent 
residence to those few refugees 
whom it has pledged to admit on a 
permanent basis. They must apply 
for new visas every year for at (east 
10 years and are unlikely ever to be 
eligible for Japanese citizenship. 

“The Japanese government can 
talk." says Truong, “but they give 
us nothing, and they do not want to 
accept us." His wife. Nguyen Ngoc 
Suang. 22. nods in agreement while 
boiling a meal of rice, cabbage and 
pork for their family of seven. 

Good Intentions 

Truong's contention that the 19 
refugees at the school here get little 
or nothing from the government 
appears valid despite the Japanese 
pledge to contribute half of this 
year’s budget of SI 05 million to the 
UN refugee commission in Geneva. 
Volunteer organizations provide 
the refugees with daily allowances 
of 900 yen i slightly more than S4) 
and offeT them temporary shelter at 
small camps scattered throughout 
Japan. More than 700 of them are 
now in the country .

The French are aware of long* 
term policy debates in West Ger- 
many. Whether or not there are 
- changes in U.S. policy, it would be 
of crucial importance to French 
planners if West Germany feh such 
changes were developing and made 
its own studies based on reduced 
confidence in die United States.

(Continned from Page 1) 
overcrowding — with more than 
42.000 inmates, the system is more 
populated than at any time in this 
century. 

In itaiy, about 30.000 inmates 
are in prisons that were designed to 
hold 20,000. After more than 50 
prison riots in 1977, during which 
more than 500 prisoners escaped, 
the government began releasing 
about 10,000 minor offenders and 
has sought to eliminate prison sen- 
tences for many petty crimes. 

In France, after riots in 1974 at 
one-third of the country's 170 pris- 
ons. the government undertook a 
series of reforms, including more 


visiting hours, permission for in- 
mates to receive books and publica- 
tions of their choice, and improved 
living conditions. But no new direc- 
tions have been taken to rehabili- 
tate a prison population that now 
stands at more than 30,000. 

There are only about 3,600 in- 
mates in Swedish prisons on any 
given day — a low figure even for a 
country with only 8.2 million per- 
sons. The median prison term is 
about 120 days. All prisoners are 

g iven individual rooms that resent-

“cdls" is a term that is frowned 
upon.

institutions,” without walls or fenc- 
es. where convicts may bold jobs ei- 
ther on the prison grounds or in 
neaby communities during the day. 

Even in prisons with more re- 
strictive security measures and with 
physical structures that resemble 
traditional jails, there are far more 
extensive educational, psychiatric 
and job-training facilities than in 
other countries. These “closed pris- 
ons” still provide for conjugal visits 
at least once a week and three-day 
furloughs every other month for au 
but a few dozen high-risk inmates. 

Violence in prison is rare. Homo- 
sexual rape is almost unheard of. 
The guards are unarmed and would 
have to call the local police in the 
unlikely event of a riot. An official 
at Norrkoping Prison, about 90 
miles southwest of Stockholm, re- 
counted a break-in at the institu- 
tion by an armed group that freed 
three prisoners. 

“Once they got in.” be said, “we 
could do nothing but stand by and 
watch the prisoners escape in a 
sports car. It was a good thing the 
guards had no guns, because it 
would have simply endangered 
their lives." 

Low Murder Rate 

In part, the permissiveness of tto 
Swedish system is tied to (he low 
rate of criminal violence. Only 12 
percent of the 12,000 persons who 
pass through prisons here every 
year are convicted of violent 
crimes. And fewer than 20 murders 
a year are committed in tto coun- 
try. 

In fact, police headquarters in 
Stockholm claims to be able to 
determine instantly the 
whereabouts of every known fire- 
arm in the country through a com- 
puter check. 

The relative permissiveness of 

E risen authorities also stems from a 
ing- accepted belief — with heavily 
paternalistic and moralistic over- 
tones — that convicts should to ac- 
corded humane treatment. Some of 
the progressive reforms of recent 
years would probably startle even 
the most fervent advocates of pris- 
on liberalization in Western Europe 
and the United States. 

The Central Organization for 
Prisoners, a pressure group run by 
inmates and claiming to represent 
the entire prison population, has. 
petitioned tne Justice Ministry, ask- 
ing that tto group be allowed to 
join the National Labor Federa- 
tion, that working convicts be given 
the same benefits as other Swedish 
workers and that the organization 
to consulted on all measures affect- 
ing criminals and prisons. 

Although not anxious to see (be 
Central Organization for Prisoners 
emerge as a full-fledged labor 
union. Bo Martin ssofl, tto director- 
general of the National Prison and 
Probation Administration, has 
publicly called for inmates to 
receive wages determined by the 
outside labor market. 

Close to Homes | 

Efforts are also made to keep in- 
mates in prisons close to their com- 
munities to maintain personal ties 
and pave the way to employment 
well before they are released. 

Among the inmates, former con- 
victs, officials and critics of the sys- 
tem interviewed, most agreed that 
Swedish society remains as resis- 
tant as any other to the integration 
of former prisoners. But beyond 
that consensus, the explanations 
for recidivism vary widely. 

“Most people still think of con- 
victs as if we all walked around 
with masks over our faces and tai- 
toes on our arms.” said Lasse 
Bjorklund, toad of the Central Or- 
ganization for Prisoners. “Land- 
lords often won’t rent us apart- 
ments. No mailer what people say, 
ex-convicts find it extremely diffi- 
cult to find jobs.” 

Bjorklund feels that a radical 
change in attitudes toward convicts 
can occur only among young 
Swedes, and he spends a good deal 


of his time off from imprisonmeni 
giving talks at elementary schools 
and high schools, “getting kid^ 
used to the idea that there is noth- 
ing particularly frightening about 
convicts.” 

Bjorklund, who is serving his 
eighth prison terra, said that it was 
his feeling that “the living condi- 
tions in our prisons are quite ac- 
ceptable and certainly no deterrent 
to crime.” 

“You get used to institutional 
life,” he said. “1 don’t think prisons 
can rehabilitate roost people. Any 
rehabilitation usually depends on 
an inmate's ties outside." 

Drag Problem 

Some prison officials believe that 
the progressive reforms of recent 
years would probably have been 
more successful if new elements, 
such as narcotics, had not been in- 
troduced into prison. 

“We estimate that 40 to 50 per- 
cent of inmates are regularly using 
hard drugs, mostly heroin,” said 
Lars Wallin, director of public in- 
formation at the National Prison 
and Probation Administration. 
“We know that drugs are pouring 
into the institutions, through visi- 
tors and by inmates on furlough . 
And we have been totally unpre- 
pared for the problem." 

The failure of rehabilitation pro- 
grams has led critics intide and out- 
side the prison system to urge that 
jails be used solely as a means of 
protecting society from tto more 
violent criminals. 

Mr. Mamnsson. the director of 
the national prisons, has said that 
he would like to see some institu- 
tions closed and the inmate popula- 
tion reduced by 50 percent by mak- 
ing petty larceny, unarmed robber- 
ies and drunken driving punishable 
by fines rather than by jail sentenc- 
es. 

Radical critics urge the abolish- 
ment of the prison system altogeth- 
er — - except for upper-class la.: 
evaders. Largely sidestepping the 
issue of criminal violence, thesw 
critics have even built a romaouc 
personality cult around the besi- 
known outlaw.

Aug. 19 (IH-n — The growth in international bank lending to 
developing countries will slow markedly through the most of the rest of 
this century. the World Bank predicts. 

Between 1970 and 1977. the debt of the' 92 low- and middle-income 
developing na I ions owed to private creditors jumped 384 percent to SI 55 
..bijliop. ih*: bank .said in its World Development Report released last 
week. : . ' 

However., over the next eight years through 1985. the size of the out- 
standing debt will grow half as fast at 182 percent to a lota! of S438 
million:. 

The rate of increase will fall sharply again over the following five years, 
it, forecasts, rising 76 percent to a total of 577] million by 1990. 

Despite the bank's repeated urgent calls for increased official develop- 
ment aid to replace the developing countries' reliance on expensive bank 
loans, the bank sees no change in the percentage of debt owed by these 
countries to private and official creditors. Private creditors will bold a 
constant 60 percent of the total outstanding debt throughout the period, 
up from 47 percent in 1970. 

The quality- of the debt of the 55 so-called middle-income countries 
. which account for over 90 percent of the debt owed to private creditors 
win deteriorate somewhat, the report indicates. In 1977. it notes, gross 
ttitemationai reserves of these nations were equal to 43.6 percent total 
medium- and long-term debt By 1985. this figure is seen declining to 39.4 
percenrand by 1990 to 37 ft percent. 

In addition, the burden of servicing the debt is seen worsening. This 
group's debt service ratio as a percentage of exports is seen rising to 18.3 
percent by 1985 and 19.2 percent by 1990 from 11.8 percent in 1977. 
Expressed as a percentage -of gross national product, the ratio is seen 
rising to around 5 percent from 33 percent in 1977.

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age finished the week at 883.36. up 
16.30 points. On Wednesday, the 
blue-chip barometer closed at 
885.84, its high for the year. In the 
preceding week the Dow average 
climbed 20.% points, also because 
Of stepped-up institutional partici- 
pation. 

Turnover on the New York 
Slock Exchange last week swelled 
to 207.6 million shares, the fourth 
largest weekly volume in the histo- 
ry of the Big Board. 

Analysis attributed part of last 
week’s market strength to the move 
by the Federal Reserve Board in 
tightening credit in an attempt to 
combat inflation and support the 
dollar in international currency 
markets. 

Rise in Prime Rale 

Wall Street took in stride the un- 
favorable economic news last week. 
This include an increase in the 
prime rate by U.S. banks, the rise 
in the discount rate by the Fed. the 
July drop in housing starts and in- 
dustrial production and the 1.3 per- 
cent increase in business invento- 
ries in June. 

The star performer on the ex- 
change was Superior Oil. the high- 
est-priced issue, which soared 37*i 
points to 473. The upsurge fol- 
lowed the news that (he company's 
board split the stock 5-for-l and 
raised the dividend. The oil con- 
cern also reported sharply higher 
eamings for the second quarter.

Outlook ‘Constructive’ 

Charles Comer, a vice president 
of Bache Halsey Stuart Shields 
Inc., believes that the immediate 
market outlook “remains construc- 
tive. ” He said that, although most 
of the widely watched market in- 
dices have moved into new high 
ground, the supply of stock appears 
10 be small in relation to the cash 
seeking investment. 

“As the recession unfolds, with 
interest rates settling back as much 
as 3'* to 4 percent, the urge to 
move still more assets into equities 
will likely build up.” he said. 

Mr. Comer feels that as a result 
the Dow could continue to advance 
into the mid-900 level. He suggest- 
ed that the blue-chip sector will 
likely dominate investor interest for 
some Lime after which some of the 
cyclical issues and perhaps even the 
energy group may come back into 
favor. 

The Bache executive prefers such 
issues from a fundamental stand- 
point as Aetna. BankAmerica. Her- 
cules Inc. and McDonald's. From a 
technical viewpoint he favors John 
Deere. Pitney-Bowes and Warner & 
Lambert.

Despite such official urc- 
ings. bond issues, by developing 
countries totaled only S5.5 billion, 
last year. 

However, a current syndicated 
loan for Mexico may lead the wav 
to opening bond market* io devel- 
oping countries. Merico. of course, 
is a well-known issuer of bonds in 
the United States as well as the in- 
ternational capital market. Bui the 
technique erf its current operation 
may h«p others gain such access. 

Mexico is currently seeking S200 
million. Managers Ste. Generals de 
Belgique and the other members of 
the European Banking group — 
Deutsche Bank- Amswidam-Roi- 
terdam Bank. Ste. Generale and 
Banque Europeenne de Credit — 
have agreed to arrange the 10-year 
loan at a cost of -i percentage 
point over the London interbank 
offered rate (Libor) for the first five 
years and ?i point over thereafter. 

However, during the first five 
years, the managers commit them- 


^efves to make to make regular of- 
fers — at least twice a year — to 
convert the loan into a fixed-rate 
Eurobond. Managers say they are 
not likely to offer to convert all of 
the loan into a bond issue at the 
same [ime. but they undertake a 
commitment to try to convert the 
entire amount into a fixed-rate 
issue. Mexico also has the right to 
request a fixed-rate proposal from 
the managers at any time. 

Elsewhere. Continental bankers 
reporL [Jury are preparing to bid for 
the nundute lo bring an S&00 mil- 
lion financing for Brazil's Cia. Vale 
do Rio Does. The funds will be 
used to develop the Crajas project 
— an ore mine and a railroad to 
earn.- the ore from the mine. A ma- 
turity of up io 15 years and a 

spread not exceed l '.V percent over 
Libor is being mooted. 

Still awaited is Greece's award of 
a mandate to a banking group. The 
final form is still in dcubu but 
bankers, do not expect Greece to 
seek more than S400 million for 
longer than 12 years. A spread of 
half a point over Libor throughout 
is considered likelv. 


Enel. Italy’s electricity agency, is 
raising S300 million for eight years 
with interest tied to the prime rate 
of U.S. banks. Enel will pay h» over 
prime for the first four years and 
half a point over for the final four. 
While cosmetically the terms look 
very tighL borrowing over prime is 
more costly than being lied to 
Libor. Currently the prime rate is 
12 percent compared lo six-month 
Libor of 1 1 h percenL 

However. Enel is looking to wid- 
en the source of funds and also 
dispel the bad aftertaste of its re- 
cent difficult Euromarket opera- 
tion: S60U million with interest at 
half a point over Libor for the first 
four years and ^ point over for the 
finaj six years. 

The final terms on Czechoslova- 
kia's just completed loan were for 
S250 million, up from the S2G0 mil- 
lion at which syndication started. 

Portugal’s post and telecommun- 
ications agency CTP is seeking 
SI 00 million for nine years at a 
spread of ft point over Libor 
throughout. 

Finland's state-owned cable 
company, Outokumpu, is raising 


S3U million for 10 years at half a 
point over Libor for the first three 
vears and ft point over thereafter. 

In Africa- Malawi is raising $50 
million for seven years, offering ft 
point over Libor. 

Cameroon is raising 500 million 
French francs. Of :his, 200 million 
■ francs is for 12 years at a spread of 
1ft points over" the taux de base 
baneainr (prime rate) of three refer- 
ence banks for the first six years 
and 1 Vi points over for the remain- 
der. Another 300 million is for 10 
years. This portion may have an el- 
emtrni of lft for the first two years 
before rising to I ft or may be set 
throughout at 1ft over the prime 
rate throughout. 

In - Argentina. Yacimienios 
Pet rolif eras Fiscales is seeking S2S0 
million for 10 years at a low ft 
point over Libor throughout. The 
maturity is shorter than lhe 12 to 
15 year -operations of other recent 
Argentine borrowers, but the inter- 
est is the lowest for that many 
years. In exchange, the front-end 
fee has been sweetened, reportedly 
to ft percent from the normal one- 
half.

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Lawyer Would Serve Time for Hess 


AUSTIN. Texas, Aug, 19 (UPI) 

— An American lawyer who has 
made a crusade of trying to free 
Nuremberg defendant Rudolf Hess 
has offered to spend five years as a 
prisoner of the Russian government 
in exchange for Hess’ freedom. 

Merrell Frazer Jr- who has been 
working to have Hess — at one 
lime Adolf Hitler's top lieutenant 

— released from Berlin's Spandau 
Prison, also accused the Russians 
of barbaric and inhman treatment 
of Hess. 

Hess, who has been imprisoned 
for more 38 sears, has been in soli- 
tary confinemeni since IWm. The 
oilier Spandau inmates tried by the 
Military Tribunal ai Nuremberg 


have served their sentences or have 
been released by joint agreement of 
the four governments that regulate 
Spandau. 

In a letter to Anatoly Dobrynin, 
the Soviet ambassador to the Unit- 
ed States. Mr. Frazer offered to 
spend five years as a prisoner of the 
Soviet Union, either teaching law. 
history or English, or working in 
whatever capacity selected by the 
Soviet government 

He said the Soviet Union had vi- 
olated the spirit and terms of the 
Spandau protocol. 

Hess was arrested on May 10. 
1941. when he flew to Scotland on 
what he claimed was a mission of 
peace.

I AN McEWAN’S mind is an in- 
teresting place to visit,, but I 
wouldn’t want to live there. It is 
dark, and swdts of ether. Freud 
ha no« from the rafters on a meat 
hoot The footlocker is full of 
human skulls. Scorpions and bats 
abound. Every sexual transaction is 
a failure. We are somewhere be- 
tween Samuel Beckett and the Roll- 
ing Stones. 

in his creepy first novel, “The 
Cement Garden," a mother dies 
and her orphaned children bury her 
in cement in a trunk in the color. 
As she pu trifles, they play sinister 
family games that amount to a de- 
volution back to the primal horde. 
In “In Between the Sheets,” his sec- 
ond book of stories, we visit a hos- 
pital. a zoo and a pornographic 
bookshop: they axe interchange- 
able. We look in on a castration 
and some bestiality. We tour the 
end of the world,, a ruined fountain 
“on the rim of which men perched 
like featherless birds” to urinate. 

One character eats ground glass, 
ith grap " 


washes it down' wi; 
juice and throws himself under a 
main. Another is ordered to wet his 
pants in a restaurant just before he 
is introduced to the parents of the 
woman he think* he loves. A mid- 
dle-aged literateur, divorced, re- 
viewing a pamphlet on Victorian 
* attitudes toward menstruation, 
finds himself frighteaedby his 14- 
year-oid dangh tor’s sudden sexuali- 
ty. A Mocked writer retypes, word- 
for-word, every page of her first 
and only novel; she also has sexual 
relations with a pet ape who reads 
The Times Literary Supplement. A 
wealthy London businessman falls 
in love with a department store 
dummy, buys her, rapes and mur- 
ders her. and then destroys his 
works of art — Utrillo, Vermeer, 
Blake. Rothko. A visiter to Los An- 
geles discovers dial he can no long- 
er play a Badrsonata on his flute. 

What is being proposed? That 
the end of the world is already here. 
The ruined fountain is Western art. 
The businessman destroys his 
paintings because his obsession has 
taken him beyond their beauty. The 
visiter to Los Angeles abandons 
Bach because Bach's harmony and 
logic no longer apply to what be 
knows; certainty and perfection are 
“a pretense and a Be”; be' seeks 
“something difficult and free." In a 
zoo or a hospital, a department 
store dummy and a pornographic 
book are interchangeable with a 
Utrillo, a sonata and The Times 
Literary-Supplement. 

The ape is the only likable char- 
acter in McEwan Y book, and the 
ape is a hopeless romantic. Why 
should we listen to such bleak 
-counsel? Because it hurts so exact- 
ly, leaving bruises on the will to in- 
nocence and civilization. And be- 
cause McEwan writes so wdL The

from McEwan's account of sexual 
relations between a woman and an 
ape to Marian Engel's new novel. 
“The Glassy Sea." Marian Engle's 
lain novel, “Bear." had to do with 
sexual relations between a woman 
and a bear. The bear, of course, 
was also a symbolic stand-in for the 
untamed Canadian wilderness, bill 
the eroticism was real and disquiet- 
ing. and was meant to be. 
Deservedly, “Bear." won the Gov- 
ernor General's Award for fiction 
in 1976. 

The only beasts in “The Glassy 
Sea" however, are men. In brief. 
Rita Heber grows up French-CanA- 
dian and puritanical in the back- 
waters of Ontario, achieves a uni- 
versity degree on scholarship, is 
seduced by a vision of roses info 
entering an order of An glican nuns, 
leaves 10 years later to many, dis- 
astrously, a Toronto lawyer arid 
politician, gives birth to a damaged 
baby and decides, for complicated 
reasons, to return to the moribund 
order as a sort of business manager, 
even though she bhs lost her faith 
in God. The “glassy sea" is the sea 
into which, the “golden crowns of 
the saints” were cast in the hymn

Parts of “The Glassy Sea” seem 
to have been written in haste. 1 was 
impatient with the form — two 
slices of “now” sandwiched around 
a long letter from Rita to an Angli- 
can bishop, .explaining her past.

Asher “with his black and brass 
furniture and gray-green Christ," is 
an undeveloped and improbable 
monster; it won’t do to explain him 
away toward the end of the novel 
with the news that his mother whs 
crazy. And feminist themes hop in 
and out of the narrative, like star- 
tled rabbits, as if on the lam front 
another book. /•'
